NEWARK - The Real Deal 


Those who argue that the ongoing “Newark Renais- 
sance" is focused too much on the downtown area 
and is not reaching the neighborhoods are wrong. 
New housing starts in the city of Newark are at an 
all-time high – in every ward of the city. The 
Sharpe James administration has provided more 
incentives to private developers as well as nonprofit 
developers, such as The New Community Corp, the 
United Community Corp., and numerous church af- 
filiated organizations than any administration in 
the city's 165 year history. 

What many taxpaying residents find extremely 
frustrating is the fact that too many of those who 
have benefited from the unparalleled housing con- 
struction boom in Newark, have seen fit not to ap- 
preciate or take care of the new townhouse in which 
they now reside. 

The mayor and members of the Newark City 
Council find themselves in a *catch-22" situation, 
they understand the obligation and need to provide 
low/moderate income housing for thousands of 
Newark residents who are in need of affordable 
housing, and they have made enormous progress in 
doing that, however, they nor anyone else have 
come up with a solution to dealing with those 
townhouse residents who are destroying their 
“new” homes and communities as fast as they're 
built. 

Mayor James, while appreciative of the invalu- 
able assistance provided to Newark, by the U.S. 


Department of Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) protests the very regulations imposed upon 
Newark and other cities, are contributing to the 
“build and destroy” problem. 

Too many of our "new communities" are popu- 
lated by an unusually large number of post-teenage 
single mothers who "split-off' from their mother's 
lease. This is where the problem starts. Until HUD 
revises the "split-off" requirement those same prob- 
lems that we read about every day, will continue to 
plague our “new communities". The issue of drug 
addiction and dealing are a national problem and 
by no means is it limited to Newark. There is no 
easy solution or quick-fix for the drug problem in 
Newark or any city. 

The very same elected-officials and community 
leaders who complain about drug-related activity in 
their neighborhood are the first to condemn the po- 
lice for using *unnecessary force" in breaking-up 
open-air drug dealing. 

Many nonresident drug users come into Newark 
for several reasons including the availability of 
drugs and/or the hope of getting into one of several 
treatment programs located here. 

We cannot stop anyone from coming into our 
city. The police can't stop a young white made walk- 
ing on Dr. King Boulevard at 2:00 a.m., because 
they suspect that he's trying to buy drugs — that 
would be unconstitutional — remember the law pro- 
tects us all, even drug addicts and dealers.

Mason. Now they're home and they're over the cap. 
They want to pay certain guys. They might get 
Chris Webber, but who said that's the answer? 
"They're going to move somebody*. People in New 
York, you lost in the first round and they got no 
hockey. You can’t lose in the first round, not with all 
the money they get for (those) tickets." 

The NBA has implemented new rules for
